More than 400 years ago, when Col- 


umbus proved that the seas could be 
crossed and that there were new lands 
on the other side, a great scramble 
began for these territories in the hope 
of gold, silver, and spices.

WAEHINGTON--(;p)-Going far be- 


yond President Roosevelt's tax pro- 
gram the senate finance committee de- 
cided Saturday to boost taxes on the 
small income taxpayer by lowering the 
existing exemptions, and raising the 
surtaxes in the lower brackets. 


The committee officially announced 


it had abandoned the'house inherit- 
ance levies in favor of Increases in 
existing estate taxes—all of which 
changes are estimated to boost the 
total revenue over 400 million dollars, 
instead of 250 millions as provded In 
the house measure. 


The new surtax would reduce pres- 


ent exemptions for married men from 
52,500 to 52,000. and for 
single men 


from ?1.00 to $800. 
' 


It would start existing surtaxes at 


$3,000 net income instead of ?4,000 as 
now, and would raise the maximum 
rate to 75 per cent.

Mussolini Wants Land 


Determination has been spurred by 


the recent invasion of Japanese tech- 
nical advisers, who are experimenting 
with cotton growing. Sooner or later 
Mussolini is going lo grab Abyssinia 
in some way. He doesn't think there 
is gold in them thar hills, but the land 
is three times as big as Italy and.

les Treaty." 


"All very well, but how about Ger- 


many's colonies, which were taken 
from her by lhat same treaty?" 


And thai is going to give the Eng- 


lish especially a huge pain in the neck. 
They have been rather hoping Hitler 
would be a nice lad and stick to the 
text of his book, "Meln Kampf." In 
lhat volume, Hitler favored grabbing 
Russian territory In which lo seltle 
Germany's surplus population. 


Der Fuehrer made light of Sislant 


colonies and said Ihey were nol worlh 
the bones of a single German soldier. 
But the British forget that ppint three 
of his program, issued some 10 years 
ago, 
virtually demands colonies. 


When the World War broke out, 


Germany had quite an empire abroad, 
especially in Africa. When the wnr 
was over, Germany had 'lost all her 
colonies. 


Foes Took Colonies. 


In west Africa, Togoland was split 


between England and France. 
The 


Cameroons were likewise split, the 
major part going to France. 'The vast 
terrilory of German East Africa went 
to England, 
being renamed 
Tan- 


ganyika. The equally vast German 
Southwest Africa was mandated lo the 
Union of South Africa. 


France and the British Empire hold 


these lands as mandatories under the 
league. Germany can always demand 
that the league revoke the mandates 
and give them back. 


There can be little doubt that such 


a demand is going lo be made when 
Hitler Ihinks Ihe hour has struck. 
German papers have been permitted to 
discuss the lost colonies and the, need 
for their resloralipn. • 


German colonial .organizations j{i 


the last few months, have held many 
meetings in which Ihe question was 
agitated. Gen. Paul Lellow-Vorbeck, 
hero of Germany's

Africa, said the land had supported

Colonies' Held Necessity

tax payments, so the total paid lo the 
federal Treasury will be $2,880. 


At ,64, Bill Jones can expect to liva 


perhaps 10 years more. If he does, 
he will get back $0,450. 


When Bill Jones dies, this is what 


will happen: 


His average annual salary will bo 


multiplied by the number of years he 
paid taxes. In other words, if he dies 
after he has paid taxes for 45 years, 
$1,200 will be multiplied by 45—giving 
a total of $54,000. Arbitrarily, the bill 
stipulates that Bill Jones' estate shall 
be entitled ti 3M, per cent of that, or 
$1,890—less any amount he received 
in pensions before he died. 


If Jones dies before he gets back 


$1,890 in pensions, what he actually 
received is deducted from $1,890 and 
the balance paid to his heirs. If he 
lives until he gets back all o'f the $1.- 
890 and more, his heirs get nothing.
